N yeeterday mentioned the plan 


adopted by some people m Deoatnr 
whose treasurer ifl Laden L. Borrows, 
which as a system BO far ,as the donations 
that pass through that channel are con- 
cerned. It ia a business arrangement 
that ought to be adopted for the entile 
city. Political parties have no trouble 
in locating their voters in the city and 
enrolling: them preparatory to a cam 
paign, but it is done by a system. Fonr 
or five men, in doing this, do not cover 
the same territory, which would result in 
confusion and not in securing inforrna 
tion. It some system were adopted to 
find oat those who are needy, and Ibat 
information was recorded in some cer, 
tral office, and contributions to relieve 
want were distributed from one common 
center, it would obviate tbe danger of 
piling up contributions in a few needy 
families and the total neglect of ethers 
equally as neejy and as worthy. 


An example of tbe danger of the lack 


of system is seen in the report of the 
swift relief that came to one family 
when turkeys and Hour and other neces- 
saries were heaped upon the family, and 
another oaee «here the mere mention in 
a newspaper that a family was in need of 
a stove nearly resulted in setting up the 
family in the stove business. While this 
commends the charitably disposed people 
it lacks the essential element of system. 


in Oklahoma, a family needing clothing 


was supplied with cast off clothing, 
which was piled up in the corner of a 
room in a heap at least fonr feet high and 
in the entire lot there was not a garment 
that a single member of the' family could 
wear. 
There were scores of other needy 


ieople who could have worn them had 
hey had them, but the clothing was 
lermitted to lie where it was left, no 
good to" anybody. 
Jnst enoh oases as 


hefle could be multiplied almost into the 
mmlreda. It shows the danger and loss 
u tbis giviCR without system.

:om» eyotem is adopted that will properly 
ipply the practical charity of onr people,

adopt a plan to take care of Daoatur's 
>oor this winter. Bach a meeting prop- 
irly conducted could systematize dis- 
,ributions to the poor m two or three 
hoars and the plan could DA eo arranged 
rbat every church or other organizations 
ooking after the relief of want could pnr- 
ene their plans and make their distribu- 
tions through a central committee.

In the present instance, how- 
ever, where the deaths ot the persons 
appear to have been simultaneous, the 
courts, if it is brought before them, will 
encounter a problem of • peculiarly vex- 
ations character.

Cruiz Haves and severely dealt with. 
The federals were ambushed in the 
broken country several times .before 
reaching Casa Grandes and lost nearly 
half their command, while the rebels 
lost but five to the knowledge of fch» 
federals.
